Other re- 
ports, however, had him still heading 
for Formosa, apparently determined 
to risk passage through Formosa 
Straits.

WASHINGTON, May 16—The prin- 
tipal subject considered today at the 
Cabinet meeting was the Loomis- 
Bowen case.

MANUFACTURERS 
SESSION 


More Than Three-guarters of a 
Billion of Invested Capital of the 
Country ‘Represented at eAnnual 

Meeting at -Atlanta. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


TLANTA (Ga.) May 16.—The an- 
A mw: gathering of the National As- 

sociation of Manufacturers of the 
United States, representing more than 
three-quarters of a billion of invested 
Catital of this country, assembled here 
to¢ay. Three hundred members were 
in attendance. The rst thing on the 
regular programme was the annual ad- 
Gress of President D. M. Parry of In- 
diorapolis. 

The address of President Parry was 
taken up largely with the consideration 
of the labor question, interstate com- 
merce legisiation, reciprocity and what 
he declared to be a strong tendency 
toward socialism, In the drst . 
of his remarks he mad peal f 
the maintenance of end 
Property rights as laid down by the 
Constitution of the country. He took 
the ground that the functions of the 
government should be limited strictly 
to certain specific public ends, and that 
what evils have developed as a result 
of concentration of capital in indus- 
trial enterprises should be corrected 
through application of the police power 
of the government and not by resort to 
soc‘alistic innovations. 

“The agitation for supplying public 
he said, appears 
to disclose two distinct methods for 
the accomplishment of its objects. One 
ts that of confiscation—the passage of 
legwiative enactment and the adoption 
of other means to reduce profits and to 
limit private management of capital. 
The other is that of acquiring govern- 
ment control through purchase from 
the present individual owners. 

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

“That form of socialistic endeavor 
which seeks government control of 
capital by purchase ts at present im- 
ited to the acquirement of public utfli- 
ties. Attempis in the line of municipal 
ownership have for the most part re- 
suited unfavorably to the claims made 
by ite advocates. Government cannot 
manage capitalistic enterprises as eco- 
nomically or as .efficientiy as private 
owners. A large increuese in the num- 
ber of its employés is certain to 
threaten the domination of our demo- 


eratic government by an office-holding 


class, and the corruption of politics un- 
der private ownership of corporations 
would be as nothing compared to the 
corruption that would most likely ex- 
ist under government ownership. 

“While the enlargement of the scope 
and power of government by the pur- 
chase and management of certain en- 
terprises has found considerable sup- 
port among the people, yet I believe 
the sentiment favorable to socialistic 
measures involving the confiscation of 
profits and the limitation of private 
in nagement of capital ts the more 
widespread and dangerous. 

“Without making special reference to 
the aim of the avowed Socialist, we 
have organized labor and its sympa- 
thivers supporting the idea that organ- 
figzotions of men may dictate to a large 
extent the management of enterprises 
which they do not own, determining 
the rate of wages and fixing the hours 
of employment. 

“Another liilustration of this kind ot 
socialistic sentiment is manifested in 
the present agitation to have the gov- 
ernment fix railroad rates.” 

Nr. Parry favored non-partisan or- 


genization of the substantial and lau- 


abicing citizenship in order that they 
may exercise their proper influence in 
purtlic affairs and counteract the work 
of Socialist and demagogue. 


YEAR OF OPEN SHOPS. 
Taking up the labor situation, Mr. 
Parry said: “Organized labor was 


less etremuous in the past year in its 
socialistic endeavors than in the sev 
eral years preceding. There were a 
number of notable strikes, and smaller 
strikes were numerous, but they were 
ost uniformly fallures from the un- 
jon standpoint. The open shop was the 
outcome of most of these struggles. At 
a low estimate, fully 1500 concerns em- 
pleying labor changed from the closed 
to the open shop. 

The efforts of organized labor to se- 
cure the passage of laws abridging in- 
dividual freedom of action met with 
complete failure at the national capita) 
during the recent session of Congress, 
ae also did a number of attempts to 
secure laws of a socialistic character 
from various Legisiatures, This was 
au to the aroused activity of manu- 


_facturers and employers in these States. 


“With strikes %% numerous, the 
lawe better obeyed and enforced, and 
the power of labor iobbies considerably 
checked, the value of thir association's 
activity on the labor question is em- 
phatically demonstrated. The policy 
taken by the agsoctation in 


„ full recognition from organized labor 


of the individualistic principles of our 
government is the only policy which 
will establish and maintain industrial 


/ 


peace. Peace is utterly impossible go | 

long as it is attempted to make the 

rights of employer and employé the 

subject of dickering and trials of 

strength. 
RATE LEGISLATION. 

In discussing pending interstate com- 
merce legislation, Mr. Parry applied 
the principles of individualiam and 
competition, as he did all through his 
speech. He declared that the question 
of rebates did not properly enter into 
the discussion of the Esch-Townsen4 
Bill, as the leaders in the movement in 
ite behalf themselves declare that the 
present laws are fully adequate to meet 
that evil, The issue raised by the pro- 
posed bill, he said, is whether the gov- 
ernment, through a_comm shall 
establish inelastic legal fa take 
the place of the rates now fixed by 
competition. 

He quoted a recent interview with 
Representative Stevens of Minnesota, 
one of the members of the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, going 
to show, he said, that the substitution 
of a system of inelastic rates for the 
rates determined by competftion would 
result in great injury to industry in 
many sections of the country. He 8314 
that the commission or any political 
body that might be created would yield 
to the most clamorous demand, and 
that, as a result, the rates between dif- 
ferent localities would be more inequit- 
Fable than the rates now fixed by com- 
petition between these localities. In 
maintaining that competitive condi- 
tions are still potent in regulating 
rates, he said: 

RAILWAY RATES LOWER. 

“The attempt is made to make it ap- 
pear that the railroad can no longer 
stand the extortion, but must have re- 
lief from Congress. Now, the simple, 
incontrovertible fact is mat the ralfl- 
road rates in this country are far 
cheaper than anywhere else in the 
world. These rates in general are one- 
third lower than those of Great Britain 
and France, and one-half lower than 
those of Germany, where the railroads 
are owned and operated by the govern- 
ment. An examination of rates in the 
past also shows there has been an al- 
most continuous tendency downward. 
In 1870, the rates were three times what 
they are now. 

“As under the continued working of 
free, competitive conditions rates may 
be expected gradually to decline, it re- 
mains for the advocates of the inelas- 
tic, socialistic rates to show why any 
change from competitive conditions .s 
desirable, and whether Socialistic rate- 
making would insure lower rates in 
the future. The complaints coming 
from shippers against the railroads are 
almost wholly complaints of discrimi- 
nation in favor of other shippers. 

“What the shippers want in this 
country is impartial treatment rather 
than arbitrary reduction of rates. The 
principle of impartial treatment of the 
public must be enforced. It might be 
wise, when it is found that a secret, 
lower rate or rebate has been granted 
to any shipper, that such rate be made 
the open rate for, say, one year, as 
though the rate were part of the pub- 
lished classification. 

“Unjust discriminations between lo- 
calities and Kinds of traffic ought to 
be susceptible to correction through 
the application of the police powers of 
the government, the same as unjust 
discriminations between Individuals. 
There is no valid reason for asserting 
that one kind of discrimination can 
be corrected by’ punitive legislation, 
and that another kind can only be 
reached by the Socialistic method of 
fixing rates.“ 

TARIFF AND RECIPROCITY. 


A to the tariff and reciprocity, Mr. 
Parry said: “To my mind, there are 
some features in the present tariff sit- 
uation thal open to serious question 
the wisdom of the ‘stand pat’ policy. 
The foreign demand for our agricul- 
tural products appears to be declining, 
and the exportation of manufactured 
commodities is not nearly so great as 
it should be. How, in the face of un- 


favorable foreign tariffs, we can ma- 


teriaily develop the market abroad is 
to see, unless through the 
adoption of a more jiberal tariff policy 
on our Own part, we secure compen- 
ant ing concessions in the tariff sched- 
tle of those countries whose markets 
we seek. 

“Reciprocity would be a wiser course 
than tariff revision. 1 do not think the 
situation calis for radical treatment, 
but rather for the adoption of a con- 
servative policy looking more to the 
opening up than to the “bottling up’ of 
our commerce.”

the governmental relation of “fran- 
chises. The address was largely de- 
voted to a discussion of the un-Amer- 
icanism of the municipal ownership of 
public utilities. He said, in part: 
EVILS OF STATE SOCIALISM. 

“The present trend of opinion to 
check the evils of control by monopoly 
is toward the other extreme—municipal 
or State ownership. The recognition of 
that principle would mean State So- 
clalism. 

“The gross injustice of the public 
service corporations is unquestionably 
the cause for the now general demand 
of the unthinking public for a system 
of municipal State ownership of ail 
public utilities. 

“This system, if long continued, must 
and will inevitably lead first to munici- 
pal, then to State and finally to na- 
tional ownership of public utilities. 

“If these principles should ever be 
put into genera! practice in this coun- 
try the result would be the destruction 
of our liberty and our progress. We 
‘would go from wealth to poverty, from 
progress to lethargy and from liberty 
to slavery because we should live in a 
state ot Socialism, which aims at equal- 
ity with the lowest instead of teach- 
ing to aspire to the highest. You would 
crush individuality. 

REMEDY FOR EVILS. 

“As a remedy for these conditions, I 
would offer the following hints: - 

“First—All public-service corpora- 
tions should be under strict survell- 
thes. of the authority that creates 

em 

“Second—W henever a charter of fran- 
chise is granted it should be granted 
only on conditions, Service rendered 
by such corporation shall be adequate 
to the public needs. Such charter or 
franchise should not be allowed to be 
given, sold, leased or mortgaged with 
hose of any other corporation, except 
under terms carefully specified by law.”

His testi- 
mony showed that, although the 
Equitable had bought $13,000,000 of the 
bonds underwritten by the syndicate, 
it had bought not one bond from James 
H. Hyde and associates. The commit- 
tee has learned that there were eight 
syndicates in which James H. Hyde 
and his associates were considered as 
only one of an aggregate of 110 under- 
writers. The total amount was about 
$300,000,000. The bonds were all heav- 
ily over-subsceribed. In no case was 
there a single bond allotted to any of 
the underwriters, it was said.

the second crime of this nature which 
has occurred at Uffa within two years, 
his predecessor, Gen. Bogdanovitch, 
having been assassinated in the streets 
of Uffa May 19, 1908. 
Gen. Soklavosky, who, as Vice-Gov- 
ernor of Orenburg and later as mil 
tary Governor of the same province, 
acquired a reputation as a stern and 
vigorous official, was appointed to re- 
store order in the turbulent government 
of Uffa, and adopted a repressive pol- 
icy, which long ago caused him to be 


‘marked for the same fate as Bogdano- 
vitch. 
Numerous revolutionary societies 


were broken up by Gen. Soklavosky, 
and manifestations were not permitted 
under his administration, and the last 
acts of the Governor-General were the 
dispersal of an anti-governmental club 
and the suppression of the May Day 
demonetrations, with the arrests of 
many armed demonstrators.

Chief among the causes which led 
to the prediction of a settlement are 
the firm stand taken both by Mayor 
Dunne, when, in conference with 
President Shea and officials of the 
local teamsters’ union, he informed 
them that any further spread of the 
strike would certainly make it neces- 
sary for him to call for troops, and 
the arrival of President Samuel Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor, who reached the city this 
evening. 

Although not possessed of execu- 
tive powers in the setilement of the 
strike, President Gompers declared 
that he had every hope that its end 
was not far distant. 

“It was my intention to come to 
Chicago any way, at the end of this 
week,” said Gompers, “but after hold- 
ing a conversation over the telephone 
with Mr. Shea yesterday, I seer to 
make my visit here sooner. I shall do 
all in my power to end the strike, and 
I have great hopes of success.’ 

Early tonight, immediately aftér 
leaving his train, President Gompers 
went into conference with President 
Shea and local officers of the team- 
sters’ union. This conference lasted 
until a late hour tonight. 

BUSINESS AGAIN NORMAL. 

The Employers’ Association and the 
express’ companies increased their 
scope of delivery still further today.

President Gompers is believed 
to be willing to play the part to be 
assigned to him in the farce. 


FACE FINANCIAL RUIN.

CHICAGO, May 16.—Mayor Dunne to- 
day had a talk with the leaders of the 
teamsters and told them if the strike 
Spread he would order out the militia, 
as the police could not preserve order.

Possibility of a tie-up of all livery 
business in Chicago, including funerals, 
grew more definite at a meeting today 
of Presijent Shea, of the Teamsters’ 
Union, W. J. Gibbons, business agent 
of the Cab and Libery Wagon Drivers’ 
Union, and representatives of the Liv- 
erymen's and Undertakers’ Association. 
Frank Amberg, a prominent very 
owner, left before the other me:inbers, 
deciaring that he, for one, was not go- 
ing to allow dictation as to where his 
drivers should carry passengers and 
that he would disregard the rule of the 
unions that no carriages should be al- 
lowed to unload passengers at boy- 
cotted stores. Other members of the 
liverymen’s committee remained in on- 
ference with Shea and Gibbons some 
time, in the hopes of avoiding a lockout 
or spread of the driver's strike. The

C. P. Shea, president of the Interna- 
tional Teamsters’ Union; Charles Dold, 
president of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, and a number of other labor 
leaders held a conference with Mayor 
Dunne today. The labor officials were 
asked not to spread the strike, but to 
ald in putting down disorders. They 
replied that they would not spread the 
strike, but that they might be power- 
less to prevent its spread. They also 
criticised the lice department for al- 
leged aiding of non-union men. Mayor 
Dunne reiterated his previous state- 
ment to the effect that if rioting con- 
tinued and the strike spreads he would 
be compelied to call in State troops.

The negroes had driven teams 
for the Employers’ Teaming Company 
and were severely beaten. 

Big consignments of new strike 
breakers arrived in Chicago today, re- 
cruited in Louisville, Evansville, Ind., 
Nearly a score 
of whites deserted after they reached 
the city, declaring they were not told 
that there was a strike on here. T. C. 
Banker, one of the deserters, com- 
plained that the two passenger cars in 
which they were brought to Chicago 
were locked during the entire trip.

The Congregational Pastors of New 
Haven Issue a Joint Letter in Which 


They Deny a Tendency to ‘‘Palli- 
ate, Excuse or Exculpate. i

In a letter acknowledging the 

receipt from the committee of 
protesting ministers of documents 
bearing on the recent acceptance of 
the Rockefelier donation to the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners of For- 
eign Missions, the pastors of Congre- 
gational churches in New Haven, with. 
the exception of Rev. A. J. Haynes of 
the United Church, have jointly given 
expression to their views in the mat- 
ter. 
The pastors, in their letter, say that 
while reluctant to express their views, 
some extraordinary statements of the 
protestants call for an answer. They 
deplore any unnecessary and harsh 
criticism of missionary societies. Fur- 
ther, they say that they are among 
those who have agreed to the accept- 
ance of the gift, but have not, in any 
declaration of their views, manifested 
what the committee call any ten- 
dency” to “palliate, excuse or excul- 
pate“ anything that may be shown to 
be wrong in the business methods of 
On the contrary, the 
pastors assert they have not ne- 
glected suitable opportunities of tea- 
tifying against any recognized double 
standards of private and public morals 
or against any recognized form of in- 
dustrial or social evil regardless of 
what individuals might be present in 
their congregations, and without anx- 
fous thought of the possible offense 
to the contributors to the treasuries 
of our churches.” The letter adds: 

“We have decided to deny your as- 
sumptions, that, while sustaining the 
actions of the American board, we 
are not free, as we have always been, 
in our pulpits to rebuke any wrongs 
that may be exposed in our economic 
system. 

“We in turn must protest when you 
insist that, because of our customs 
or principles concerning charitable 
contributions, we are not in sympathy 
with the working people, and that 
our ministry has become the silenced 
witness of any threatening social in- 
justice. You have no reasonable or 
moral right to so judge us. We dep- 
recate the continued repetition of al] 
such assertions as misleading the un- 
churched peoplye, ard as _ hurt- 
ful to the dearest interests of our 
common Christianity. ; 

“We would add in conclusion, that,

RETORT FROM BOSTON. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRDSS—P.M.) 

BOSTON, y 16.—The following 
reply to the New Haven letter was 
given out today by Secretary H. W. 
Gleason of the committee of protest- 
ing ministers: 

“The New Haven statement 1s given 
out in reply to documents issued last 
week by the Boston protesting min- 
isters. Of these there were three: 

“(1.) The reply of Dr. Washington 
Gladden, which was unique in giving 
a summary of the moral indictments 
against the business methods of the 
Standard Oil Company, with citations 
of evidence in support of the same. 
These specific indictments .are not 
touched upon, much less answered, by 
this letter from New Haven, From 
no quarter came any attempts to 
lighten the moral odium which. these 
involve. 

“(2.) The second document was an 
eloquent and powerful sermon of Rev. 
Artemus Jean Haynes of New Haven, 
issued as the best utterance of the 
conscience of the church and people, 
outraged by this new instance of 
ethical indifference from the church 
toward the wrongs and crimes con- 
nected with the making of the money 
received. Whatever individual phrases 
may awaken dissent, the total impres- 
sion and power of the sermon remain 
unanswered, and upanswerable. 

“(3.) The third document was a 
statement of the issue now before the 
churches growing out of the Rockefel- 
ler gift, which was drawn up by 4 
committee of the Boston protesting 
ministers. This document is kindly 
in its ferms, and avoids dealing with 
the incident, closed by the acceptance 
by the Prudential Committee of the 
gift, and avoids all controversy with 
the parties concerned in that specific 
incident. It states the facts and prin- 
ciples brought into contention by this. 
discussion, showing how these make 
clear the grounds of protest; justify 
them, and furnish new evidence of 
their cogency. 

“With one brief phrase only this 
letter from New Haven deals—that 
which calls attention to the fact that 
the defenders of the reception of the 
Rockefeller gift have inclined, as the 
original protest suggested would be 
inevitable, to excuse and screen and 
belittle the wrongs now under con- 
demnation by the people. However 
it may seem to the writers of this 
letter, the taking of this gift, except 
for the protest in and out of the 
church awakened against it, has, in 
tue words of Dr. Parkhurst, tended to 
stiffen up the moral status of the 
donor, and the various forms of this 
defense seem generally to have the 
effect to blur the moral issue and 
confuse the mind and conscience upon 
the fact and principles involved.

ROBERT A. POLLOCK DIES or 
OLD ARMY-KNOCKS.

A Brave Soldier, an Upright Citi - 
zen, Gentle-hearted and Just. 
Took the Place of Father to Mayor 
McAleer of Los Angeles, from 
Early Childhood. 


JOINSTHE 
SILENT RANKS. 


There passed away in Pomona at 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, at the age 
of 68 years, Robert A. Pollock, foster- 
father to Mayor McAleer of Los’ An- 
geles. He was an honored veteran of 
the Union Army, and his death, forty 
years after the close of the Civil War. 
was the result of complications caused 
by exposures and hardships endured 
by him on many battlefields. For he 


‘merched to the front in 1861, with one 


of the first Ohio regiments raised in 
response to Governor Todd's first call 
for volunteers, and served his country 
bravely and continuously until the 
disbanding of the Union Army in 1833. 

In speaking of him and his life, yes- 
terday, Mayor McAleer said: 

Robert A. Pollock was, without ex- 
céption, the best man I ever knew: 
and well, indeed, I knew him. He was 
my foster-father. Throughout all t 
the last forty years of his life he wos 
an intense, but silent, sufferer; 
no. think a word of complaint, or even 
of weariness, was ever heard from his 
lips. He was upright as a piliar; un- 
commonly just, with a heart as warm 
aa sunshine. 

“Immediately after the war, when I 
was a lad of 10 or 11. I ame ap- 
prenticed to Mr. Pollock to learn the 
iron trade. For the first four years 
of my hire I heated rivets for fim in 
his iron-works in Youngstown, O., and 
earned 50 cents a day. That was ordi- 
nary wages, but it took some scrimp- 
ing to get along on $3 
prices were very high. My father died 
when I was very small, and Mr. Pol- 
lock came to fill his place to me. Until 
long after I grew to manhood I drew 
my best advice and examples from 
him. 

“Nineteen years ago Mr. Pollock so'd 
out his business in Ohio to his brother 
and came to California to live. He took 
up a ranch at Burbank, but dispose i 
of it three years later, in 1887, and re- 
moved to Los Angeles. Here he en- 
tered the machinery business on Los 
Angeles street, but failed the follow- 
ing year. He then went to Pomona 
and settled don on the small ranch 
to spend his remaining days. He 
leaves a widow and one daughter, who 
herself is the widow of the late son 
of Senator Peffer of Kansas. Mr. Po.- 
lock until lately had served with fre- 
quency on Los Angeles county grand 
juries, and was well known and most 
highiy respected here and hereabout. 
H.« brother, W. B. Pollock, of Youngs- 
town. was formerly a State Senator in 
Ohio.” 

The funeral will be held at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow (Thursday) morning, from 
the Pollock home. Burial will be 


made at Pomona.

Costs to Live in New York. 

The architect of even handsome and 
costly dwellings in New York is con- 
fronted by extremely difficult problems. 
Land is so very expensive in the best 
residential districts that a man who is 
willing to pay, say, $100,000 for house 
anda lot is frequently obliged to put up 
with very inadequate space. In any 
other city In the world, a sum as large 
as that would secure a desirable site of 
ample dimensions and leave at least 
$70,000 to be spent upon the house; but 
in New York, a man who wishes to live 
in a choice location, and does not wish 
to pay extravagantly for it, must be 
¢atisfied with a lot measuring not more 
than 25x100, and frequently not even as 

much as that. The architect, conse- | 
quently, is obliged to plan a house on a 
site, which is very narrow and very 
deep: and he must at the same time so 
dispose his space that he will afford his 
client every convenience and a hand- 
some and even spacious architectural

clared incompetent Because He

She answered that she 
would, but her coming was delayed, 
and when her son removed to his own 
tent he asked Mrs. Clifford to find a 
nurse for him as he could no longer 
look out for himself. Mrs. Clifford 
obtained the services of her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. 
tended to all the needs of the sufferer 
to the present time at a remuneration 
of $15 a week, 

In the meantime Preston had handed 
over to Mrs. Clifford an insurance pol- 
icy on his life for $1000, and made the 
gift in appreciation of her kindness 
to him ever since his arrival in South- 
ern California. He had a second pol- 
icy of insurance for $500, and this, with 
the small bit of property and the tent 
house, he disposed of by will. In that 
document he provided that if after pay- 
ing his funeral and other expenses any- 
thing should be left over it was to be 
paid to his mother. 

About the time that these arrange- 
ments had been completed, Preston's 
mother appeared upon the scene. She 
testified yesterday that both her son 
and Mrs. Clifford were rather chilly in 
receiving her. One day her son would 
be something like his old self and the 
next he would not respond to her ad- 
vances. Under the circumstances the 
idea of letting all her son's belongings 
be parted out under her nose without 
protest was not to be borne, and so a 
petition was filed In the probate court 
asking that Seth Preston be declared 
incompetent and unable to attend to 
his own affairs.

Close later in the day returned to the 
store and asked to have the same pre- 
scription filled again, and he was ac- 
commodated by the clerk. This case 
was set for trial on Thursday, and 
Ralph Glezen, the clerk, is the defend- 
ant.

TAKES LIFE. 


UNDERGROUND’ FATALITY IN 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 
—— 4k — 


Foreman Mebougall, Bead and 

Three Others Have Narrow Es- 
capes from Suffocation—One Man 
Painfully Burned by Torch Falling 
Across His Breast. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SANTA BARBARA, May 16.—{Exclu- 
A. D. McDougall, of 
Prescott, Ariz., is dead as a result of 
poisoned gases in thé north end of the 
eity tunnel and three other men nar- 
rowly escaped sharing the same fate, 
while at work this morning. 

A. Packard, a machinist, Charities 
Card, and William Kimball were over- 
come by gas, but have since recovered 
and are not in any serious condition. 
Packard was painfully burned, how- 
ever, about his breast and arms by his 
miner's torch which fell upon his breast 
when he sank to the ground in an un- 
conscious condition. 

Mr. Kimball is a Santa Barbara boy, 
the son of Capt. Kimball of Arlington 
Heights. He was only temporarily over- 
come while rescuing his companions, 
and has now full) recovered. 

The first word of this catastrophe, 
which is the worst that has impeded 
work on the city’s big water tunnel 
through the Santa Ynez Mountains, 
was brought in this afternoon by Fred 
Meinhardt, who made a quick trip to 
the city for medical assistance. He re- 
ported McDougall’s death and said the 
others were very sick from gas. 

He returned to the scene at once with 
Dr. P. H. Morrey. He says that about 
11 o'clock two men came from the tun- 
nel and fell exhausted, calling for heip. 
They attracted the men of the night 
force, who were sleeping, and a rescue 
party entered and brought out Me- 
Dougall, Card and Packard, MaDougall 
died in the arms of a companion shortly 
after being taken out. Meinhardt at 
once left for help. 

Contractor Beyrie was in this city at 
the time of the accident. He has naia 
great deal of trouble with poisonous 
gases in the tunnel, one death having 
been caused by it before, but he be- 
lieves that the fatal gas today came 
from an engine used for pumping wa- 
ter from the tunnel. 

G. Welch, a young man of this city, 
who is opemting a drill at the tunnel, 
walked in to this city after the acci- 
dent. He reported the death of Mc- 
Dougall, saying that the gas came from 
the engine in the mine. e stated that 
it had a very quick effect on the men 
and overcame a rescue party who went 
in after Mr. McDougall before they 
could carry his prostate form to the 
end of the tunnel. — 

They were obliged to abandon him 
and when they reached the fresh air 
were in a semi-conscious condition, An- 
other attempt to bring Mr. McDougall 
was made, his body — placed on a 
small car and successfully hauled out 
of the hole in the mountain.

T THE TURNING POINT. 

The Chicago teamsters’ strike bas 
reached the turning point. Condi- 
tions hereafter will either mend, or 
they will grow worse. The course 
which events will take will depend 
chiefly upon the so-called “labor lead- 
ers,” who lead only a small but ag- 
gressive and presumptuous minority 
of the wage-earners. 

These blind leaders of the blind 
threaten to extend the teamsters’ 
strike so as to cal] out every union 
teamster in Chicago. This plan, if 
carried out, will tie up a large num- 
ber of trades dependent upon the car- 
rying trade in the city. It will most 
seriously affect the business of the 
entire city, will deprive thousands of 
men and women of employment, and 
will cause the loss of millions of dol- 
lars to men who are in no wise con- 
yg with the strike or responsible 
or it. 

Conditions in Chicago today are in 
the last degree disgraceful. A person 
desiring to go to one of the numerous 
boycotted stores cannot hire a cab 
and be driven to his destination. He 
must submit, on the contrary, to being 
dumped on the street two or three 
blocks from his destination, because 
the boycotted stores are surrounded 
by “pickets” placed there by the un- 
jonist lawbreakers to prevent’ the 
transaction of legitimate business. 
Why are these “pickets” allowed thus 
to interfere with legitimate traffic? 
Mayor Dunne has given it out as his 
opinion that the police of Chicago 
are able “to cope with the situation.” 
Why, then, do they not cope with it? 
Day after day the law is trampled un- 
der foot by these impudent unionist 
lawbreakers. Every picket who inter- 
feres with the rights of other men 
ought to be tried and severely’ pun- 
ished. For weeks and weeks this in- 
terference has gone on. It must have 
been with Mayor Dunne's knowledge, 
for it is a matter of general public 
knowledge. Yet the Mayor has con- 
tinued to declare that the police “have 
the situation well in hand,” or has 
given utterance to some such inane 
and false statement. 

There has not been a day since 
the outbreak of this wretched and 
causeless strike when the peace au- 
thorities of Chicago had the situation 
well in hand. There has been scan- 
dalous neglect of duty every day of 
the strike, and shameless paltering 
with the mob spirit, on the part of 
the Mayor of Chicago and his sub- 
ordinates in power. 

But the end of this scandalous re- 
gime is in sight. If the strike leaders 
see fit to carry out their threat to 
extend the strike, the latter will 
have to be put down by the strong arm 
of military power. There is nothing 
plainer than this. Even Mayor Dunne, 
purblind as he has been all through 
the disturbances, perceives this fact. 
In one of his numerous conferences 
with the representatives of mob vio- 
lence, held on Monday, the Mayor ab- 
jectly begged the strike leaders not 
to extend the strike. Their reply was 
to criticise the police for “aiding 
non-union men,” when the fact of the 
matter is that the police could do 
nothing in the interest of peace and 
order without aiding non-union men. 

At the close of this conference be- 
tween the Mayor and the representa- 
tives of rioters and assassins, the 
Mayor felt constrained to give the 
latter notice that if rioting continues 
and the strike spreads, it will become 
necessary to call out the militia. An- 

other action taken by Mr. Dunne in- 
dicates a ‘stiffening of backbone 
(caused rather by force of circum- 
stances, evidently, than by his own in- 
itiative.) He called into his office 
officials of the Liverymen’s Union and 
informed them that any cabman who 
refused to deliver passengers to the 
stores under the union ban would 
promptly be deprived of the city 
license under which he operates. This, 
of course, would be neither more nor 
less than justice, for a city license im- 
plies impartial service of all the 
public. No holder of a public license 
has a right to discriminate between 
one man and another, nor between one 
place and another, in the performance 
of the work covered by his license.

UBAN SOVEREIGNTY. 

At a convention of the Nationgl 
Liberal party in Cuba, held at Havana 
on Monday evening, resolutions were 
adopted, “unanimously though tenta- 
tively” declaring for certain things 
which our Cuban friends appear to 
think they want. “The declaration 
most applauded,” says a dispatch from 
Havana, “was one asserting that the 
Platt amendment to the permanent 
treaty between the United States and 
Cuba constitutes a danger of weaken- 
ing Cuban sovereignty, and declaring 
that the treaty should be revised 
when opportunity offers.” 

We have heard this sort of thing 
before, and it did not come from Cuba 
in the first instance. The first sug- 
gestions of this sort came from op- 
ponents of the administration in the 
United States, who fancied, like the 
kickers against the Philippine policy 
of the government, that they saw in 
the Cuban situation an opportunity 


the administration. In the case of 
the Philippines, the plans of the 
schemers have failed utterly. They 
will likewise fail in the case of Cuba. 

The Platt amendment, so far from 
threatening the sovereignty of Cuba, 
is the surest and most complete pro- 
tection that Cuban sovereignty could 
have against possible aggressions from 
other nations. Tt Cubans themselves 
ought b: this time to know that they 
have not the slightest reason for ques- 
tioning the good faith of the United 
States in dealing with them. They 
have been given the strongest proof 
that could possibly be given that this 
country has no designs of any kind 
against them or the sovereignty of 
tneir government. Indeed, if it had 
not been for the intervention of the 
United States, there would be today 
no such thing as Cuban sovereignty, 
for Cuba would still be under the dom- 
ination of Spain, and would still be 
subject to the nameless acts of op- 
pression which that domination in- 
volved. 

The great majority of the people 
of Cuba are grateful, no doubt, for 
the action of the United States in as- 
sisting them to throw off the yoke 
of Spain. That there should be some 
malcontents is no more than natural, 
for we find them everywhere. But 
those who find fault with the present 
relations between the United States 
and Cuba—who imagine, at least, that 
Cuban sovereignty is either en- 
croached upon or threatened by the 
United States—are certainly unmind- 
ful of the unprecedented act of mag 
nanimity by which our government 
first freed the Cubans from the Span- 
ish yoke, and afterward gave over to 
them the right of self-government 
which they had not before enjoyed. 

It is well for any government to be 
jealous of its rights. But our friends 
of the Cuban republic should not for- 
get that without the protecting wings 
of the American Eagle they could not 
preserve the independence which they 
enjoy. When they compare their 
terrible past under the government of 
Spain, with their present prospe: 
under their own independent govern- 
tually gave them, they should at 
least be measurably satisfied.

Distribution of the Sexes. 

COMPTON (Cal.) May 13, 1905.—[{To 
the Editor of The Times:] Under the 
above heading I notice reference to the 
excess of women over men, especially 
in cities, in which I think you have over- 
looked one of the most important 
caures, viz., the liquor traffic. There is 
not a reader of your great paper that 
does not know of one or many widows. 
of men destroyed by drinking and the 
liquor habit. Then, again, there is the 
multitude of criminals in our police 
courts and penitentiaries that are not 
usually counted in these comparative 
estimates. Again, there is scarcely a 
paper published in this country that 
does not narrate the deaths of men on 
account of drink. I think this drink 
habit and its results should be consid- 
ered when enumerating the population 
of the sexes, especially when almost ev- 
ery estimate of loss of life by drink is 
placed at from 60,000 to 100,000 persons 
anrually, and mostly men in the 
United States. Some of us are excited 
on the saloon question and naturally 
want a change.

Slovenly Methods in Hay Making. 

COMPTON, May 16.—{To the Editor 
of the Times: In looking over the 
barley hay flelds I often see the shocks 
left to bleach in the flelds for weeks. It 
sheuld be stacked as soon as possible 
after it Is cut. The action of damp air 
at night and hot sun in daytime ui 
cause a loss of 25 per cent. in weight 
ani quality in say three weeks, and 
saves nothing in the work of handling 
afterward, besides, if it is stacked soon, 
the stubble can be raked and make 
fairly good fed for outside stock, etc. 
The feeders in the city buying such 
hav find it very unsatisfactory.

THE PESCADORES. 


Group of Islands Near Which the 
Great Naval Fight May Take 
Place. 


[Washington Post:] The Pescadores 
Islands, or Peng-hu, as the Chinese call 
them, which figure in the dispatches 
concerning the movements of the Rus- 
sian and Japanese fleets, constitute an 
archipelago about thirty miles long and 
twelve miles wide, and are situated ten 
miles west of the Formosan coast. 
Their area is about eighty square miles. 
The group is composed twelve 
good-sized islands and a multitude of 
islets, reefs, bars and shoals. The larg- 
est is Ponghou, the second Pehoe, the 
third Fisher, the fourth Pachau and the 
fifth Junk Island. 

The larger islands are slightly ele- 
vated above the sea, the maximum ele- 
vation being less than 300 feet. The re- 
mainder are less than fifty feet above 
the water. 

They He in the path of travel, and 
from the earliest times have been the 
scene of shipwreck and disaster. It 
was here, in October, 1892, that the big 
P. and O. steamer Bokhara was dis- 
abled, driven on the shoals and pounded 
to pieces in the surf, with a less of 
more than 200 souls. 
The climate ‘is cool, although the 
archipelago is divided by the Tronic of 
Cancer. On account of the winds the 
temperature seems lower than it really 


is. 

Perhaps no breezier spot can be found 
upon the earth. Here, if anywhere, is 
situated the veritable Cavern of Eolus. 
So strong and unceasing are the blasts 
that it is difficult to raise crops and 
nearly impossible to grow trees. The 
few children of the forest that exist are 
under the lee of the hills, and even 
then are gnarled and dwarfed. 

These conditions are reflected in the 
jocal architecture. The houses are low, 
squat and heavily built. The reofs are 
of massive red clay tiles, set in cnenam, 
or native cement, and reinforced with 
heavy bricks a foot square and three 
inches thick. The poorest hovels have 
their roofs weighted down with shards 
and flat stones. . 

The inhabitants are poor but thrifty. 
They are very successful fishermen, and 
by dint of unceasing energy raise about 
enough food from the soil to supply 
their daily wants. The deficiency is 
made good by importations from For-

paid with dried fish and odd plaster 
work made from plaster obtained by 
burning gypsum and iime. 

The islands have played an impor- 
tant part in the history of the Far East. 
In 1654 they were seized by the famous 
pirate king of Koxinga, and held by 
him and his son until 1683, when they 
were again ceded to China. They were 
taken temporarily by the French in the 
Tonkin war of 1883, and used as a naval 

ndezvous and sanitarſum for a year. 
The only relic of this occupation Is a 
-handsome stone monument erected to 
the memory of the French soldiers and 
sailors who died in the hospital there. 

In March, 1895, the Pescadores were 
captured by a Japanese naval expedi- 
ition, and in the following June were 
formally, ceded by China to Japan. 
Since that time the new owners have 
made a thorough chart of the archi- 
pelago, have improved Makong Harbor 
and Panghou Channel, and have bullt 
fortifications, upon Fisher, Pehoe and 
Pachay islands, Since the war opened 
with Russia, they have increased their 
fortifications established arsenals, pon- 
toons and machine shops, so that the 
place has become a naval stronghold of 
high rank. 

It is now possible to provision or coal 
a mean-of-war at Pescadores in a few 
hours. The latest development at Ma- 
kong is a distilling and refrigerating 
slant which can treat fifty tons of wa- 
ter a day. *

| there will be comparatively little tim- 
ber left in either State. Sawmills are 
| springing up in every direction, and 
with modern appliances and machinery 
they make rapid inroads into the mag- 
nificent forests. 

More timber has been cut in Wash- 
ington than in Oregon, but there will be 
n change in the next two or three years. 
The lack of railway transportation has 
held back the marketing of the Oregon 
timber. Oregon has more timber in it 
than any other State in the Union. It 
always haw had. It was only a few 
years ago that Michigan was the home 
of the sawmill, but now the supply is 
exhausted and lumber has to be shipped 
in from the Southern States. 

“Of cour if proper care were taken 
of the stump land and the brush cleared 
off to guard against fires, trees large 
enough to be marketed could be cut 
within fifty or sixty years. But to raise 
trees such as vou have in Oregon now 
it would take fully 150 years, ff not 
more. The lumber cut from the trees 
grown in half a century would be of in- 
ferior quality.—[Portland Oregonian,

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UICK DEATH IN 
POUNDING SURF. 


OCEAN CLAIMS ITS VICTIM IN 
SANTA MONICA. | 
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Young Man from Colorado is 
Caught in Outrunning Current 
Which Snatches Him Away from 
Buoy Thrown by Life Guard. 
Bathers Warned. 


SANTA MONICA, May 16.—The open 
Surf of Santa Monica’s North Beach 
claimed its first victim by accidental 
arowning shortly after 1 o’clock this 
afiernoon. The unfortunate young 
man was George Huber Weiss of 
Elizabeth, Colo, near Denver. He had 
been spending the winter in Los An- 
geles at No. 1520 East Washington 
street, with his grandfather, Alexan- 
der Welss, 

Being about to return to his Colo- 
rado home, they made up a happy lit- 
tic family party and came to Santa 
Monica to spend the day on the beach 
and enjoy a farewell plunge in the 
surf. In company with Donald Weiss, 
a fifteen-yar-old Los Angeles lad. they 
donned bath-house sults and after a 
dip in the warm plunge and a run on 
the beach entered the breakers at 4 
point near the bath house. The surf 
and tide had been running heavy to- 
day and bathers were warned to exer- 
— extreme care in venturing far 
ou 

After going into the surf what 
seemed to be a little distance, they 
were caught in an outrunning current 
and were powerless to overcome its 
force. After struggling for some time 
to regain the More and seeing that 
they were all the time being carried 
farther out, they gave a cry for help. 

Donald, who was not so far into the 
breakers, was rescued without din 
culty. Hermann Puls, one of the lite 
guards at the bath- house, heard the 
cry and, armed with a life buoy and 
a rope, plunged into the surf and 
plowed tis way through the breakers 
to the struggling man. After arranz- 
— Fico life buoy he started to swim 
ashore with his unconscious burden, 
when a charging breaker swept over 
them both. 

The line was taut and the force of 
the wave so great that the drowning 
man was separated from the life pre- 
server. The breaker pounded Puls ro 
furiously that he was unable to agan 
gain sight of Weiss. After a moment 
his body was seen floating in the surf 
and was quickly recovered. but too 
late. He was promptly rolled over the 
back of a man who served the purpose 
ef a barrel and stimulants and restora- 
tives were applied, but all witheut ef- 
fect. The body was rubbed brisk y 
and attempts made to revive him Ly 
artificial respiration. Medical aid was 
quick to respond, but the young man 
Was pronounced dead and the body 
war removed to Guldinger's undertak- 
ing parlors and the Coroner notified. 
Weiss was 24. He leaves a mother, 
whose home is in Elizabeth, Colo. 

PIERS AS CLUBS.

Rural Old German Tells Pitiful 

“Tale of “Professor's” Pretences to 
‘Power to Cure His Daughter and 

How She Was Found Apparently 

‘Under His Control. 


LONG BEACH, May 16.— Prof.“ 
Robert L. Norfleet, who calls himsel 
a psychologician and diagnostican was 
on trial today before Justice Brayton 
and a jury charged with practicing 
medicine without a license. P. H. Rei- 
mars, an old German, aged 70, of Stella, 
Neb., was the complaining witness and 
on the witness stand told how his 
daughter was suffering with cancer and 
physicians attending her gave him no 
hope. He was in despair when he met 
“Prof.” Norfleet, whom, as a baker, he 
had known in Nebraska. He confided 
his troubles and was assured that the 
professor was an adept in special dis- 
eases and cancer his strong hold. He 
would cure the daughter for 300, $20 on 
examination. 

The old man fell easy prey, and Nor- 
fleet, after a diagnosis, said the girl had 
stomach trouble and gave one or two 
treatments, Later he met the old man 
and agreed for $200 to effect a cure in 
sixty days but the girl must be under 
his absolute care. Mr. Reimar, paid 
him $150 for which a receipt and also 
the contract was submitted in evidence, 
The girl was taken away and seen no 
more until Constable Lynn and the 
father found her in a camp-wagon in a 
livery stable in Fresno. 

The girl was very ill and her mind 
was evidently affected, she had been 
traveling over the country with the 
professor, and evidently under his con- 
trol. The old gentieman gave his testi- 
mony clearly and concisely though he 
broke down when he told of the present 
condition of his child. His examination 
was conducted by John E. Daly, his at- 
torney and by Wallace W. Wideman of 
Los Angeles, special counsel for the 
State Board of Medical examiners. Let- 
ters were also igtroduced written by 
the professor in which were glowing 
accounts of Maggie’s wonderful im- 
provement in mind and body and in- 
creasing weight, yet when the girl was 
found she was iil and wan and almost a 
skeleton. 

The Professor“ had no attorney but 
conducted his own case, his questions 
covering about everything except the 
point at issue. It was at this juncture 
that the lion in the simple old German 
farmer awoke and every nerve in him 
quivered, The professor asked if he 
did not ask him to take his daughter 
away because he trusted him. Rising 
half ‘out of his chair the old man 
quavered: 

“Yes, I did because you hypnotized 
me, I am an old German and not used 
to modern devilment.” 

Then, as if fearing he would again 
be brought under the influence, he 
turned away from the defendant and 
looked at him no more, save once when 
the “professor” asked if he did not or- 
der several kinds of patent medicine

When the old man asserted that he 
was h otized, the professor 


back in his chair with a smile and with 
thumbs in armpits, said: 
“Then I suppose also I have this 
judge and jury hypnotized. 
Bang! went Justice Brayton’s gavel 
and the court remarked dryly: 
“No, Mr. Norfleet you have not got 
the judge hypnotized. Proceed and 
confine yourself to proper cross-cxam- 
ination.” 
This, however, the professor would 
not do until, in despair, the attorneys 
for the prosecution succeeded in getting 
from him a statement that he expected 
to prove he had prescribed medicine for 
the girl as recommended by another 
physician but the father would not al- 
low him to administer it, but insisted 
on doing it himself. 
This the prosecution admitted and the 
tedious tactics of the professor were 
cut off. Dr. Shelton testified that the 
girl was suffering from cancer and was 
in a bad way. 
The defendant had a half dozen rep- 
utable physicians summoned in his 
behalf, but after he had asked Dr. Hol- 
den a half dozen irrelevant questions, 
the court wanted to know his object, to 
which, the professor,“ who had mulcted 
an old German of $300 for treating the 
girl, sald he wanted to find out what 
alled the girl. In the argument, Wideman 
scored Norfleet and dubbed him the 
faker of all fakers and only regretted 
the law did not make his crime a pent- 
tentlary offense. 
“Prof.” Norfleet spoke in his own be- 
half and shed tears, indulged in hervics 
and finally in a loud and fervent prayer 
mingled with sobs asked God to save 
him, an innocent man, from those who 
wanted his blood. He prayed that the 
hearts of the jurors be touched and that 
he be saved from prison.
